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Discovery of Short Weight 
$20 Gold. Pieces Takes 
Agents to Maiden Lane. 


i 
NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—Secret Service 
egents have visited several jewelry and 
electroplating shops in the Maiden Lane 
district in the last few days seeking in- 
formation as to “strippers.’””’ who remove 
small quantities of gold or silver from 
coins, which are immersed for the pur- 

pose in acid. 

Phe inquiry as to coin “stripping” was 
started after the discovery that many 
coins, including $20 gold pieces, were 
short of the prescribed weight. The loss 

/geemed to be more than could be ex- 
plained by the usual wearing away, 
caused by friction. In the “stripping’’ 
process the metal is “sweated” off the 

| surface of the coins so smoothly that 
they are not changed in appearance. 

Large quantities of the precious metal 
have been obtained, it is believed, by 
stripping a large number ef coins. The 
separated metal clings to a receiving 
plate from which it is readily collected 
by the strippers, who have no difficulty 
in selling it for cash to jewelers, or even 
to the. Government. The coins are then 
passed back into circulation at their face 
value, 

Colns have dlso been stripped, it is 
suspected, by using them for short inter- 
vals in electroplating tanks, in which 
case the metal is deposited at once on 
the object to be plated. The plater in 
this way gets his gold free, as the coins 
are passed into circulation, as before. 

One of the largest electro-platers says 
that strippers can take as much as a 
pennyworth of gold, or about a dollar, 
from a $20 ld piece without making 
any perceptible change. There is no 
risk in damaging gold coins, because of 

the acid should eat too much or roughen 
the surface, the entire coin may be melt- 
ed and the metal is equal in value to 
the coin. 

A difficulty in getting evidence against 
thé stripper is that even if he is caught 

th the coins in sotution, nothing is 
thereby proved, as he can say that he 
intends to use the coins instead of bul- 
lion for plating. There is no law against 
melting coins; previding they are de-} 
stroyed as currency.

HE whaiiahvaieoer” march, which is 
T the, opening number of this after- 

noom’s popular concert by the 
Symphony Orchestra at the Odeon, pic- 
tures in musical expression the arrival 
of guests at the German castle of the 
Wartburg to hear the song-tournament 
in which Tannhauser takes part in the 
story of Wagner’s great opera. It was 
in this castle that Martin Luther was 
confined in the days of the Reformation, 
and it was a chance passing-by of Wag- 
ner, returning from a visit to Paris, 
that resulted in his hearing the legend 
of the sensual knight redeemed by the 
love of a pure girl, which inspired him 
to the writing of the opera. The march 
to be heard this afternoon is a composi- 
tion splendidly appropriate in spirit to 
the great pageant which it depicts. 
Second om the program, the overture 
to Von Suppe’s ‘‘Poet and Peasant,” is 
delightfuly memorable for its melodic 
simplicity and orchestral effectiveness. 
It has retained popular favor because 
of this fact, and its most beautiful feat- 
ure, a solo for the ‘cello, never fails to 
enrapture its hearers. 

A Poetic Massenet Number. 
Massenet’s “Le Derniere Sommeil 
de la Vierge”’ (“the Last Sleep of the 
Virgin”), the program’s third num- 
ber, is marked by that lovely poetic 
spirit so umfailingly revealed in this 
composers work when the theme's 
inspfration demanded such a response 
from his soul. Massenet is a tone- 
painter of flawless artistry, perfection 
devoid of ostentation attaches to his 
work, and the exquisite delicacy of 
treatment which is a characteristic 
of his genius ig admirably in evidence 
in this composition. 

The program’s fourth number, a se- 
lection from Gounod’s “Faust,”’ an 
opera of a tremendous popularity 
which is now somewhat diminishing, 
recalls melodiously the ancient le- 
gend, current in many lands, upon 
which the opera’s stor¥Y is based. The 
work received its first production in 
1850, the first Marguerite being Mme. 
Miolan-Carvalho, and a majority of 
the greatest singers in opera have at 
one time or another been heard in its 
cast. Among the more famous Mar- 
guerites have been Mme. Patti, Mme. 
Melba and Mme. Albani; nearly all 
the great tenors have sung its title 
role; as Mephistopheles the favorite 
interpreters have been Edouard de 
Reszke and Pol Plancon; Amanda 
Wabbri, Sofia Scalchi, 
and Mme. Synnerberg, a Finnish con- 
tralto have shone as Siebel, and Mme. 
Bauermeister is distinguished as hav- 
ing sung its Martha role more than 
400 times. 

Ballet by “Iakme’s” Composer. 
Fifth on this afternoon’s program, and 
with peculiar timeliness, remembering 
last Tuesday night’s production of Delli- 
bes’ “‘Lakme’’ by the Boston Opera Co. 
at the Olympic, comes the baliet from 
this same composer's “Sylvia,’’ which, 
though failing to obtain the popularity 
of “Lakme,” is nevertheless of the ut- 
most beauty. The ballet is a feature in 
the musical field of-which Delibes is a 
master, and this “Sylvia” ballet is finely 
representative of his special genius in 
this direction. 

Two Nevin numbers of most exquisite 
beauty, the Love Song from “Day in 
Venice” and the beloved “Narcissus,” 
come next on today’s program. Ethel- 
bert Nevin’s work is unfailingly mem- 
orable for its trne poetic spirit, a fact 
revealed with emphasis in the Gustave 
Strube orchestration of “Narcissus” and 
the composer’s own orchestration of the 
Love Song, as they will be heard at 
this afternoon’s concert. The appeal of 
Nevin is to the tenderer emotions, and, 
while his compositions may lack depth 
and power, they are sincere in inspira- 
tion and development. 

Komzak’s “Bad'ner Madé@’in” waltz, 
with which today’s program closes, 
means, in the local dialect. of Baden- 
bel-Wien, near Vienna, where the late 
Karl Komzak conducted an orchestra 
for years, ‘‘The Girls of Baden.”’ It is a 
joyous composition, and it has been es- 
pecially popular in St. Louis since the 
time of the World’s Fair in 1904, during 
a part of which period Komzak con- 
ducted the Exposition Orchestra and 
greatly endeared himself to the local

The ambitious art exhibition plans 
of the Museum and the art societies 
for this season undoubtedly were ar- 
ranged in the hope that recent mild 
winters were to be continued, and in 
the belief that the attractions pro- 
cured for the galleries, would draw 
the people in ordinarily cola weath- 
er. The art-loving public has not me~. 
terialized in its usual numbers, how- 
ever, and until] the last week the win- 
ter- collections have been studied. 
‘chiefly by the enthusiasts of “art cir- 
cles.”’ 

Much was hoped by the St. Louls 
chapter of the Society’ cf Western 
Artists from the'society’s annual ¢x- 
hibition recently closed at the Mu- 
seum, but ih the popularly regretted 
absence of the omnibuses to be in- 
stalled under the plan® of the Park 
Commissioner, Mr. Scanlan, the plans 
to make this exhibition the occasion 
of arousing interest in Western art 
were sent glimmering by the cutting 
winds that sntacoepted park pedestri- 
ans in December. The vice-president 
of the society, Frederick Oakes Syl- 
vester, patriotic and poetic devotee 
of Missouri nature and art, probably 
spoke for the city when he apostro- 
phized, the other day: “I love my 
Art Museum, but oh, you warm fire- 
side!’’ 

Indianapolis Reports Gains. 

A letter. received a day or two ago 
at the Art Museum from Director: Wil- 
liam H. Fox of the Indianapolis Museum 
told of last Sunday’s attendance: in that 
institution of 2500 ‘“‘paying’’ visitors.

‘costly Christmas gifts Emperor William received the 

one which undoubtedly pleased him most ‘was a 
Splendid large photograph of his beloved wife*and 
their idolized daughter. The Empress and Princess 
had privately introduced into the palace a phetogra- 
pher and posed for the picture secretly. So when the 
Emperor received the gift his joy was heightened by 
his surprise. 
» Princess Vietoria Louise made her debut at her 
Parents’ court Thursday night without any ceremony. 
She simply stood beside the Empress during the re- 
ception. Some thought she was to be formally pre- 
sented, but this ceremonial is always dispensed 
with tn the case of a royal personage. It would be 
rather absurd for the Princess to be introduced to 
her own parents. She herself expressed the wish 
that there should be as little fuss over her appear- 
ance at court as possible, and her word is law with 
the Emperor. Her presence meant an additional 
courtesy for each debutante. 

Much more interesting will be her appearance 
at the court balls, in which she must take a prom- 
‘iment part in the formal court dances—the gavotte 
and the minuet, which demand ‘considerable nerve 
for the first public performance. 

Emperor William has a new grudge against the 
Berlin newspapers. Recently they advertised his 
hunting appointments so that the public crowded 
around every fence within a square mile or two of 
the route he was likely to take. Later they announced 
that he was going to visit a certain shop in Berlin to 
buy Christmas presents, and when he arrived the 
place. was full.of nominal buyers. Now the papers 
have made it nearly impossible for him to get a quiet 
ride in the Thiergarten in the early morning owing to 
the mobs of small children who waylay him. 

Retired Officers Like to Talk. 

The Prussian military authorities are in a quan- 
dary.. They do not know what to do with retired 
army officers: who decline to hold their tongues about 
reforms which their experience shows are desirable. 

Generally the method adopted with too talkative ex- 
officers: is to deprive them of the coveted right to 
wear the uniform. When an officer of the army or 
navy becomes “A.D.” (out of active service). he .re- 
tain’ ‘the right to wear the uniform. But if he con- 
tinues to wear the uniform he is subject to the mill- 
tary courts. of honor, which can deal pretty severely 
with anyone saying or writing anything inconven- 
fently critical. . 

Bome German officers have discovered that there 
are great advantages in being freed from the petty 
tyrapny of the military courts of honor, and have 
asked to be retired “without privilege of uniform,” so 
that they may say or write what they like. Of course 
writings “dangerous to the state” can be acted upon 
(as in the case of Lieut. Biise) by the public prosecu- 
tor; but this is always a ticklish proceeding because 
the prosecuted person may have awkward evidence to 
bring which cannot be suppressed in the civil courts.

PARIS, Jan, 29.—After repeated postponements the 
managers of Rostand’s “Chanticleer’’ announce that 
the master rooster will make his first crow in public 
Monday evening. The latest postponement is due to 
the flood. The announcement reads: “The produc- 
tion of ‘Chanticleer’ has come to be regarded ag an 
eyent of national importance. So it would not be 
fitting to give it at a time when so many thousands 
are in distress.” \ 

Another report, however, is that the delay is caus 
by the recent accident to Mme, Simone, who takes the 
leading female part, that of a hen pheasant. Mme. 
Simone—who is Mme. Casimir-Perier, being the wife 
of the son of the late President—fell during a re- 
hearsal and was slightly injured. 

Rostand announces that he will give all the profits 
of the first night’s performance to the flood victims. 
There will also be a special matinee for their beneft. 

Tickets for the first performance have been (dis- 
tributed to the purchasers.

The ad- 
yance sale of seats now amounts to more than $125,- 
000.

LONDON, Jan. 20.—The deputy queen of England 
is a man! When Queen Alexandra’s presence is re- 
quired by her sense of duty or royal obligations, ai 
more than one place at a time, her secretary, Mr. 
Sidney Greville, represents her. When the Queen 
attends any function such as a wedding, baptism, 0 
any private reception, by deputy, ber hostess is noti 
fled beforehand that Mr. Greville will be present o1 
the Queen's behalf, and the time at which he wil 
arrive is also stated. a 

The hostess receiving such an intimation must ex: 
ercise a good deal of ceremony in receiving HergMaj- 
esty’s representative. In the first place, the guests 
must be informed of the hour at which Mr. Greville 
is to arrive, for it is contrary to etiquette for a guest 
to arrive at any function which the King or Queen at- 
tend later than their majesties, and just the same 
ceremony is observed when royalty attend any e6n- 


tertainment or reception by deputy. 

The host and hostess must address Mr Greville as 
“Sir,” and no one must speak to him without being 
first spoken to. No one is, of course, ever introduced 
to the Queen’s representative. When Mr. Greville 
acts as such, he is attended by the host and hostess 
while he is present, and when he arrives and departs, 
all the guests stand up. 

Hard Role to Fill. 

When Mr. Greville attends a baptism on behalf of 
the Queen, he is always the bearer of a silver cup 
as a present to the infant from Her Majesty, which 
he presents to the host and hostess on his arrival. 

Naturally, a hostess who has hoped to have the 
honor of the Queen’s presence at a reception, may 
feel somewhat disappointed when the Queen is un- 
able to be present in person, and she may find diffi- 
culty in according Her Majesty’s representative a 
very enthusiastic welcome. 

It is quite easy to perceive that in such a position 
the Queen’s deputy has a singularly difficult part 
to play, for it is part of his duty as the Queen’s rep- 
resentative to make his hostess feel that she has been 
as much honored as if Her Majesty had been actual- 
ly present. 

4 story is related of an American woman who had 
seen Mr. Greville at a reception at which he was 
representing the Queen and remarked to him laugh- 
ingly when she was introduced to him elsewhere, that 
she would feel very disappointed indeed if she had to 
receive him instead of Her Majesty. 

Imitation Equals Original. 

Some time afterward it so happened that the Amer- 
ican woman did receive Mr. Greville as the Queen’s 
deputy; when he was going away his hostess said to 
him: 

“I know it is very much against etiquette to say #0, 
but I must tell you that I feel really almost as 
charmed and honored as if the Queen had been pres- 
ent.” 

Mr. Greville recollected what the lady had said to 
him sdfne little time before, and smilingly agreed to 
pardon her breach of etiquette in making such an 
observation to Her Majesty’s representative. 

Mr. Greville is one of the most interesting per- 
sonalities at court; he began life with the intention 
of devoting himself to a_ political career, and for 
some time acted as private secretary to the late Lord 
Salisbury. Then he was offered a position in the 
royal household by His Majesty, then Prince of 
Wales, and some few years later became private 
secretary to Her Majesty. 

Mr. Greville is a born courtier and possesses great 
charm of manner, immense tact, and a temper that Is 
never ruffied. As a dinner conversationalist he has 
few equals; it has been said of him that he can be 
always amusing and is never unkind. He is extreme- 
ly popular in the royal household in the direction of 
which he has, as Her Majesty’s secretary, consider- 
able influence. j 

When Her Majesty travels, all the responsipility 
of making arrangements for the royal journey de 
volves upon Mr. Greville, and sometimes the arrange- 
ments have to be made at very short notice, 

Mr. Greville does not go very much into general 
society; his chief recregtions are the theater, of 
which he is very fond, and traveling.

N the closing hours of the past week’s brilliant engagement of the Boston 

| Opera Company at the Olympic, I talked with Henry Russell, managing 

director of that company, with special reference to his plans for future 

' engogements in St. Louis and the iikelihcod of success for his project of the 
building of an opera house in this city. 

“The box office receipts for the St. Loulg engagement of our 
said Mr. Russell, “will reach a total of $42,000, which is $7000 above my most san- 
guine expectation. I had hoped that, under favorable conditions, our Bt. Louis 
box office receipts would amount to $35,000, but the résponse of St. Louis opera 
lovers has been even miore generous than! calculated upon in making my ad- 
“yance estimates. This is greatly encouraging, as a matter of course, to my am- 
bition for the establishment of an annual midwinter season of grand opera in 
.8t. Louis. 

“It has so stimulated my confidence that I am already moving to bring 
about the erection ofa St. Louis opera house as the home of the St. Louis 
contingent of the Boston Opera Company and the scene of its annual St. Louis 


engagement. 


company,” 


with a group of wealthy and cultured St. Louisans to this end. 
“The basis of our plan for the building of an opera house in 
St. Louls is identical with that upon which the project for the building of the 
Boston Opera House was originally founded. The St. Loulsans interested in 
the movement are to lend their hearty effort to the first step necessary to 
the success of the undertaking. This first step is that of obtaining season- 
subscriptions for all the boxes and a gréater part of the lower house for the 
annual engagement contemplated, such subscriptions being required as the only 
convincing proof that the maintenance of an opera house if St. Louls fs possible 
without a heavy loss. If a satisfactory season-subscription along this line is ob- 
tained, the necessary capitalization will-be made and action taken toward the 
construction ef a suitable building. Nothing beyond the campaign for this 
season-subscription will be attempted at the present time. 
“And, in the event that the season-subscription is not satisfactory, the pro- 
ject of building an Opera house in St. Louis will be abandoned at once. The 
soy. gpa be contemplated without such a guarantee that St. Louis is ready 


for its inauguration. 


od § HROUGH my private secretary, I have already entered into negotjations

Louis in April to facilitate progress, and I shal! also hope to see the 
St. Louls Opera House completed and ready for use as the home of our 
next annual engagement in this city. 

“It is my personal belief that St. Louis is ready for this development in 
its growth as a great city. It is not alone the response of your pub- 
lic in dollars and cents that leads to this belief. The big audiences assembled 
in' the Olympic this week have revealed a delightful appreciation of opera 
and a keen discrimination as to the merits of the singers whom we have pre- 
sented. They are greatly enthusiastic where enthusiasm is justified. They 
manifest a genuine love for opera. Such a public as has been in evidence 
during this St. Louis engagement of the Boston Opera Company is assuredly 
ready for an opera house ef its own, for a certain proprietary interest, so 
to speak, in the company which there finds its St. Louis home, and undoubtedly 
capable of organizing from their own local material the chorus, and, perhaps, 
the orchestra to be employed in the annual engagements contemplated under 
such an arrangement. ‘ : .

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KEENE CORRALLED 
IN WALDORE BY 
PROCESS SERVERS 


Rather Than Remain Prison- 
er in Hotel He Surrenders; 
Accepts Subpena. 





By Leased Wire From the New York

NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—Run down in his 
rooms in the Waldorf-Astoria today by 
process servers, who had hunted him all 
night, James R. Keene agreed. to accept 
service ef the subpena requiring him to 
attend the Federal courts on Monday 
and. reveal all the secrets of the Colum- 
bus and Hiocking Coal and Iron stoek 
pool, of which it is alleged he was the 

manager. 
“Mr. Keene realized,”’ said one of his 
pursuers, “that we would get him sooner 
or later and he came to the conclusion 
it had better be sooner than later. He 
could not have escaped from the Wal- 
dorf, and he apparently had no desire 
to remain a prisoner in his rooms for 
any length of time,”’ 
The knowledge that he had been vir- 
tually suspended came to Mr. Keene 
immediately after he had opened the 
morning papers. Before Mr. Wolf of 
Hayes, Hirschfield & Wolf, attorneys 
for the receiver for J. M. Fiske & Co., 
one of the brokerage houses ruined by 
the collapse of the Hocking pool, had 
reached his office, Mr. Keene had tele- 
phoned him thrice. 

Has Nothing to Conceal. 
“I want to tell you,’ he said, when 
communication between them had been 
established, “‘I have no desire to evade 
service. I shall be glad to appear and 
tell all I know. I have nothing to con- 
ceal.’’ 
“I am very giad to hear that,” re- 
plied Mr. Wolf. “I will send up a 
paper at once, that you may accept 
service.”’ 
“No! no! Don’t do that,’’ came quickly 
from Mr. Keéne, in a tone of voice indi- 
cating alarm. “I will appear at any 
time you may need me. PS give you my 
word for that.’’

NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—The Ameri-} 
can Bankers’ Asgociation has decided 
to educate the West and South as to 
the alleged ‘“iniquities’” of the pro- 
posed postal savings banks. One re- 
port says a huge fund of $1,000,000 has 
been set aside by the banks of the asso- 
ciation for the purpose. 

Lewis E. Pierson, president of th2 
Irving National Bank, is president of 
the Bankers’ Association and directo: 
general of the educational crusade. He 
admitted tonight that the movement 
was under way but indignantly denied 
that a corruption fund had been raised. 

“It is true that for some time past 
we have been engaged in a fight against 
the postal savings law,’’ said he to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. — 

“We are bending every effort to its 
defeat by a campaign of education. It 
is wholly false that we have raised any 
money to. encompass the rejection of the 
bill, ovtside of the/collections from 
members merely to defray the cost of 
the work we are doing. 

“Our. attitude is one of disinterested- 
ness. We, in the East, would be but 
slightly affected by the law in question, 
but we firmly believe that its enactment 
would be a heavy blow and a serious 
menace to legitimate business. 

‘We hope to defeat the measure by 
taking the public into our confidence and 
convincing them we are fighting their 
battle. It is all open and above board, 
and it is for a great stake.”

Premiums on Risks Were Met 
by Conspirators for Poor 
Persons, | 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 29.—Who 
will be implicated beside John J. 
Keane, Timothy O'Leary and Patrick 
J. Needham, the accused insurance 
agents in the aNeged conspiracy to 
defraud insurance companies of the 
country by placing large amounts of 
insurance upon physical wrecks, who 
were certain to die in a short time, 
is a quéstion of great interest to 
physicians a*4 insurance concerns of 
Louisville. The plot shows to what 
an extent the laws and regulations 
that are designed to protect insur- 
ance companies and their bona fide 
policy holders ean be set at naught if 
a number of people enter into a con- 
spiracy to defraud. * 

As far as can be de®ermined, the 
insurance syndicate that operated in 
Louisville is said to have placed $200,- 
000: worth of bogus insurance with 
differer® companies. These companies 
find that where they thought they 
had insured a lot of young and able 
bodied persons for that amount they 
have really guaranteed the lives of a 
lot of people who have one foot in 
the grave. They find that instead of 
having insured persons in youth or 
middle life, they have insured those 
who have lived far beyond the allov- 
ted three score 4nd ten 

Physicians Are Involved. 

Most of those who are insured could 
not possibly pay the premiums that 
have been paid for them and many of 
them were not even aware that they 
had been injured. 

The companies that are openly active 
in the prosecution are the National Life 
and the Commercial of Indfana, the In- 
dependent of Tennessee, the Standard 
Life of lowa and the Conmonwealth of 
Kentucky. It is said that several other 
companies are concerned, however, and 
that a number of Eastern companies 
have already found that they were 
caught and have paid large claims, pre- 
ferring to settle rather’ than let it be 
known that they were caught. 

The companies are all engaged, how- 
ever, in an effort to get rid of the bad 
insurance they have. Policies amount- 
ing to $20,000 have been surrendered and 
the premiums that have been paid on 
them will be returned to the persons 
insured, whether they paid them or’ not. 

The cases of Keane, O'Leary and 
Needham will be called in the City 
Court Friday and it is likely that more 
arrests will be made. Attorney Aaron 
Kohn, who is the principal attorney for 
the companies in the prosecution, says 
fifteen or twenty physicians appear in 
the bogus insurance records as certify- 
ing to the health ofthe insured. Some 
of these physicians were innocent. Some 
were imposed on by stalwart “ringers”’ 
who impersonated the wrecks that were 
insured. Some of the applications and 
examination certificates were, it is be- 
lieved, forgeries. 

Some physicians have admitted that 
they signed medical certificates without 
examining the applicant, but declare 
they did this on the assurance of agents 
that risks were all right and the in- 
surance small. Dr. William R. Rich- 
atds of New Albany, who is the Coro- 
ner of Ployd County, Ind. says he 
signed certificates in this way. 

Autopsy Reveals Fraud. 

The autopsy on Walter .Rider, the 
teamster whose death started the in- 
vestigation, revealed that he had tuber- 
culosis in the last stages, Bright's dis- 
ease and other infirmities that made 
him about the worst risk possible. Ye 
Rider, who was making $10 a week, was 
insured for $16,000. Representatives of 
the company say they have found that 
Keane, O’ Leary and Needham were in 
ecnstant communication with Rider; 
that they plied him with liquor and 
that whenever he signed an insurance 
parer for them he received $% and a 
guart of whisky. 

Jacob W. Cassel, an elderly bookkeep-~ 
er in poor health, who was insured for 
$13,000, did not know ft. He had never 
even applied for insurance. Sariida 
Ford, who was-heavily insured at the 
age of 58 years, was found to be 7%. 
Barney Maher, who is 70 years old and 
Goee odd jobs around a saloon for a 
living, has been found to be insured for 
several thousand dollars. One of the 
indiana companies inquired of a com- 
mercial agency as to Maher’s busincsé 
stand'ng and received a report that it 
was first-class. This indicates that the 
conspiracy may have had even further 
ramifications. 

Keane has for many years been promi- 
nént as a politician in Louisville. He 
conducted a saloon-at Tenth and Main 
until a few years ago, whenhe quit to 
take up insurance. He was on the

Victory for the Liberal 
Coalition.

LONDON, Jan. 29.—The election Is 
virtually finished. The Liberals, the 
Irish and Labor parties combined 
probably will have a majority of more 
than 125 against the Peers—a bigger 
majority than any ministry in mod- 
ern times has obtained on a second 
appeal to the country and larger than 
the majorities that enabled Lord Sal- 
isbury to hold sway for 20 years. The 
Government, of course, is dependent 
upon the Irish party. Redmond, the 
Irish leader, can dismiss them from 
power any day. However, no part of 
the United Kingdom is so profound- 
ly concerned in destroying the Peers’ 
veto as is Ireland, to whose reforms 
they have been the most relentless 
enemies. 

The Unionists reckon that O’Brien’s 
five or six followers elected as Inde- 
pendent Nationalists will vote for the 
Peers but, even so, they are power- 
less to defeat the Government even 
in an extreme case where the Irish 
party abstain from voting. Four sup- 
posed O’Brienites have already ex- 
pressed the wish to take the party 
pledge to follow Redmond. 


Attitude of the Irish. 

tWndoubtedly the attitude of the Irish 
party on the budget when it is reintro- 
duced is a serious element of the situa- 
tion. They heartily support every 
budget proposal except the increased 
whisky tax, which hits the Irish distil- 
leries sorely,

any case they won't play into the hands 
of the Tory Peers by voting against it.

George T. Parker Tells Banquet 
Guests of Industry’s Growth. 


The magnitude of St. Louis industries 
was emphasized by George T. Parker, 
treasurer of the Scarritt-Comstock Fur- 
niture Co., in an address Thursday night 
at the twenty-seventh annual banquet 
and entertainment of the St. Louis Fur- 


niture Board of Trade at the Planters. 
He told the banqueters the furniture 
business of St. Louls and kindred lines 
Was $25,000,000. The coffin and casket 
business, he remindéd them, is the 
largest in the world, the sales annually 
amounting to $3,000,000. The industry 
was started in 1880 and now there are 
five big factories, with $1,850,000 capital. 
There are 80 furniture factories, employ- 
ing 75600 persons, to whom $2,500,000 was 
paid last year in wages. 

The first furniture house west of the 
Mississippi River was established in St. 
Louis in 18389, now the Scarritt-Comstock 
company, and the first factory in 1861, 
with a present output of $6,500,000.

General Pit Sentiment Is Bearish 
and Future Pricés Suffer 
Recessions. 


Affected by conflicting influences, the 
local wheat pit was in an unsettled and 


irregular position last week. The gen- 
eral pit sentiment was bearish and « 
selling tendency was in evidence more 
or less throughout. The mpriest con- 
gested easily on any sustained pressure, 
however, being affected by -the light 
terminal stocks at most points, in con- 
junction with the steady recovering 
movement of cash wheat prices to *he 
recent high premiums, 

This was conducive te a tone of rela-| 
tively good support at ‘somewhat net 
lower levels. The close was 4%@%c to ic 
lower. for the week. Corn lost over a 
cent and oats also sold down. Cash 
wheat ruled strong a greater part of 
the time and was quite sharply en- 
hanced in value. 

Weather Is Favorable. 

There was no material change in the 
domestic situation, which was decidedly 
tearish in general tone. The weather 
tbreughout the entire wheat belt was} 
miiG and clear. This may tend to 'pro- 
méte and unseasonable growth, but it is 
favorable to the winter crop, at least in 
a negative sense, as the plant is unpro- 
tected by snow and in a @ubious condi- 
tion to withstand cold weather. 

Advices from all over the winter 
wheat belt reported excellent conditions 
and prospects of a big yield. The pre- 
vailing climatio conditions also favored | 
the marketing and moving of the grain. 
Helped by this and a disposition to sell 


cash prices strengthened, recetpts in all 
positions were very heavy. The decrease 
in stocks was checked and supplies at 
most points showed an incipient ten- 
dency to pile up. This trend of news 
formed the basis of the bearish opera- 
tions which were in evidence, although 
on § rather moderate scale, all week. 

| Cash Wheat Strengthens. 

There was very little trade activity. 
The export demand was small and only 
a nominal volume of business was done 
in flour. Yet a good demand for cash 
wheat in the sample market was re- 
vived. Despite the heavy arrivals and 
the slowness with which stocks accumu- 
lated, the offerings were well absorbed 
and toward the last of the week prices 
were ranging at a considerable appreci- 
ation over the levels previously prevail- 
ing. 

No. 2 red wheat sold late at $1.34; No. 
3 red at $1.27 to $1.80; No. 4 red at $1.65@ 
lg? ; No. 2 hard at $1.1244@1.15; No. 3 hard 
at $1.08 to $1.10, and No. 4 hard at $1 to 
$1.07. 

Foreign Markets Sluggish. 

Foreign markets, for the most part, 
showed less tendency to respond to the 
occasionally firm ranges in American 
prices. Liverpool reported a slow de- 
mand for cargoes and parcels and gen-' 
erally easy conditions in the spot mar- 
kets, Supplies in Europe were small and 
showed further decreases, but there was 
a pressure of free offerings from Argen- 
tine, Australia and several other pro- 
ducing countries. 

Conditions in Argentine have im- 
proved, The weather is better and there 
were liberal offerings.. Broomhall pre- 
dicts a steady increase in Argentine 
shipments from now on and a& season 
of big exports for that country. The 
foreign crop summary was a’ bearish 
document, about the only variation from 
the generally favorable crop conditions 
reported being the flood .in France 
which, coupled with the small supplies, 
résulted in very high prices in that 
country. 

Futures Stendy at Declines. 

The agitation over high living had a 
slight sentimental effect In the pit. De- 
prived of the strengthening influence of 
foreign advances, prices in the. loeal 
prmerrigss sold down steadily early in the 
week. While there was no cessation of 
the bearish sentiment, the strong cash 
situation caused frequent short covering 
and partial reactions from “the losses 
were numerous. The close was steady 
at a marked recovery from the low 
points, but still somewhat down for the 
week. 

May wheat closed 4%@\%c lower for the 
week at $1.11%, July wheat %ec lower at 
'1.00@1.00%, and September wheat ic low- 
er at 96%c. . 

General news on corn was bearish. 
In addition to the favorable weather, 
indications of a big movement for some: 
time to come and increasing stocks, the 
market was affected by sltggish cables 
and rather depressing statistics. The 
tone was nervous and there were several 
temporary rallies, But the ultimate 
movement was downward and the close, 
was at sharp declines,

A HERO AFTER 
HS IAL TERN 


Official Sentenced for Pet- 
mitting Lynching, Guest 
of Friends.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—To the ac- 
companiment of an ovation of “rebel 
yells’’ loosed from. the throats of a 
delegation of friends from Chattanooga, 
Sheriff Joseph F. Shipp, Nick’ Nolan 
and Luther Ww illiams, three. men who 
had served 75 of a 90-day term in jail, 
to which they were eentenced for con- 
tempt of the United States Supreme 
Court for their connection with the 
lynching of a negro’in 1906, made a 
triumphal exit from ints here this 
morning. 

‘There was a regular reception at the 
jail door. All the employes drew up 
and shook the hands of the three lib- 
erated Southerners. “Old Shipp,” a 
Confederate veteran, with a worn mili- 
tary cape thrown over his shoulders, 
expressed his thanks for the kindness 
shown him and his companions by the 
jail officials, and extended to each of 
them an invitation to visit him in the 
South. 

‘“T had the rest cure for 75 days and 
gained eight pounds,’ he said. “You'ye 
made it pleasant for me, but the next 
time I come I hope it'll be just to pay 
a social call,”’ he added. 

The three men turned to give a last 
look at. their prison walls and were 
then packed into the waiting automobiles 
by representatives of the Elks and the 
Eagles, and whisked away. 

They had a bang-up breakfast at the 
El Reno Hotel, where they found Rep- 
resentative William Alexander Dickson 
of Mississippi waiting to greet them. 
That was only the first item in their 
social program. The next was a visit 
to the Elk and Eagle clubhouses, where 
the trio expressed thanks for the many 
courtesies shown them by the members 
of these organizations.

Lumaghi Case Witness Says 
Organization ‘‘Handied the 
: Two Kids.”. 


Miscorted by police, Anton Scalia, 4 
fruit mérchant, left Hdweardsville for 
his home in Collinsville last night, trem- 
bling with fear and unable to hazard a 
suess as to whether he would be able 
to return to the county seat Monday to 
contitived his testimony in the “black- 
hand”’ case, wherein several Italians are 
charged with an attempt to extort 
money by threats fgom Louis L, Luma- 
ghi, former Mayor of Collinsville. 

Scalla had told the inside workings of 
the society, which he alleges exists in 
St. Louls and has members on both 
sides of the river. Having vidlated the 
Obligation which he took with a knife 
pressed against his throat, Scalla says 
he will be condemned as a traitor and 
the death which he invoked upon him- 
self at the time he took his obligation 
will be meted out to him. 

So fearful was Scalla that deuring the 
trial of the case in the Courthouse at 
Edwardsville he would not leave the 
courtroom or move about the corridors 
of the building unless there was an of- 
ficer with him all the time. Nearly a 
hundred Italians attended the hearing 
Saturday, many of them strangers in 
the city, and they followed the pro- 
ceedings with the closest attention. 

One Italian Is Freed. 

Late in the afternoon, when’ court 
was adjourned for the ‘week, Judge 
George A. Crow of Bast St. Louls, who 
is presiding, ordered the discharge of 
Joseph Larussa of Collinsville, one of 
the four Italians indicted by the Jan- 
uary grand jury. There was but little 
evidence against Larussa, he apparently 
having merely happened into the room 
in Collinsville in which the money was 
being divided. The hearing of the other 
accused—Frank Sicola and Joseph Pal- 
lagzzalo of St. Louis, and Leuis Bionda 
of Collinsville, was adjourned until 
Monday, when it will be resumed. The 
state has concluded its rock examina- 
tion of witnesses. 

On the stand; Saturday, Scalla, who 
‘was in teuch with the Collinsville police, 
described his initiation into the St. 
Louis society. ‘He said the meeting was 
in a building on Biddle street, between 
Sixth and Seventh, whose exact num- 
ber was unknown to him.

tee will file its report,” said President 
Parker, ‘‘dnd there will be no questions 
asked. The old line insurance companies 
fight us at every session of a State as- 
sembly as well as in the United States 
Congress. They have never put one 
over on us yet, and We intend to see to 
it that they donot. 
Tried to Pass Drastic Bill. 

“At the lest session of the Missouri 
General Assembly they tried to run a 
bill through that would have pre- 
vented a beneficiary from suing a fra- 
terna? organization for insurance where 
the amount was less than $5000. If 
that bill had become a iaw, the old 
line companies could have pointed out 
to the people th insurance under 
$5000 could not to eotote from. the 
fraternal orders wWhiess they ‘were will- 
‘Ing to give it.up.” 

“Asked if the Congress would register 
a lobbyist at the next session of “the 
Missouri General Assembly, as the law 
requires of all corporations that main- 
tain lobbyists, Parker said:

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Prof. Merriam Tells Civic 
League of Workings of 
Merit Plan. 


Civil service for municipal employes 


was declared necessary for the prop- 
er conduct of municipa] affairs by 
Prof. Charles E. Merriam of the Uni- 


versity of Chicago, who also is a 
member of the, Board of Aldermen of 
Chicago, in an address at the Civic 
League luncheon at the Planters Ho- 
tel Saturday afternoon. 

Prof. Merriam was heard by 160 
members of the league who were par- 
ticularly interested from the fact that 
he is chairman of the Merriam Com- 
mission which for several months ‘has 
beén investigating municipal expend- 
itures in Chicago and has unearthed 
many forms of graft in the conduct 
of city affairs. 

“It was only a few years ago,” said 
Prof. Metriam, “‘that everybody thought 
it was all right to discharge all city 
employes’ when a different party came 
into control of city affairs. That is not 
true now. Civil service is necessary if 
the work of the city ts to be done prop- 
erly. Employes should be selected, not 
for party affiliations, but because of 
their ability. 

“The old and crtide municipal graft 
now is passing away, and in its place 
has come into use more subtle methods. 
There is a chance for graft in the ap- 
propriation of money in large lump 
suns. It should be appropriated on 
carefully prepared estimates, showing 
exactly the detailed purposes for which 
it is to be used. 

“St. Louis, I understand, has central- 
ized its purchases of supplies, and all 
are bought by the Supply Commissioner. 
That is a correct method and makes 
impossible the ald grafts in purchases. 

“It should go farther and -shonid 
,standardize supplies. A city should 
guard the standard of the goods it buys. 
Many city departments use a certain 
grade of supplies merely because that 
has been the custom of the department 
for many years. In many instancel 
better goods ¢an be bought for lezs 
money.” 

Prof. Merriam said the Chicago budget 
is made up by the Comptroller and the 
Finance Committee of the Council. Pub- 
lic hearings aré held on the different 
items of the budget. He ghid that be- 
fore the hearings were made public, the 
committee was besieged by persons who 
wanted a hand in making the budget, 
but when they were thrown open, no- 
body wanted to Wave a hand tn it.

the whole working of the human body. The re- 
sults were summed up by the famous Huxley in 
the conclusion that. from frogs upwards, every- 
thing depends more on the heart than the heart 
does on the brain or lungs. The proof reported 
was gained through experiments on animals. Some 
warm-blooded and most of thegpold-blooded ani- 
mals live a considerable time with the brain re- 
moved. They may also show sigus of active life, 
after the lungs have stopped. It is only when the 
heart stops finally that they are certainly dead. 
They depend on it to know whether or not they 
are alive. They may be alive and may even seem 
pleased, without kno-ing it. As in case of the 
frog, they may feel, pleasant sensations in the 
nerves which start the muscles to showing signs 
of pleasure, though they are absolutely uncon- 
scious. This may go on until] the heart stops, 
but not afterwards. If it cannot be started to 
beating again at its usual rate, there is absolute- 
ly no hope of restoring life. Any animal is then 
a dead animal, once for all. As it is the same with 
the human heart, everything that is being done 
to restore life to the dying or to those who seem 
dead, is centering on the attempt to learn more 
about the heart.

HEART IS THE VITAL ORGAN. 


This is back of the Konig flame test, as the 
latest invention for the scienti* + study of the 
heart. The buttermilk treatment for renewing 
youth in the aged is useless if the heart stops. To 
keep it beating and get it back in tune after it 
has begun'to beat deadly discords, puts the last 
strain on science at is own final test. 
to restore life science is fciling in many tests. 
Great hopes of oxygen gas are not being realized. 
As in the case of electricity, it seemed to bring 
the dead back to life—once or twice. Now it 
is said, in the latest verdict published on oxygen 
as a restorer of life, that when the doctor sends 
for the gas tank, the next thing-he expects to do 
is to notify the mortality department at the board 
of: health. It is the same with electricity. It 
cannot reanimate a lifeless heart, though while 
there is the feeblest flutter of heart action, an 
electric current may “revive the dead’’—or at 
least those who are officially dead. 

This has been shown by recent experiments on 
the bodies of those who were said to have been 
“electrocuted.” In cases reported it was found 
that there was~-still the feeblest flutter of heart 
action. It was too feeble to be detected by al- 
most any means which has been known to science 
before the Konig flame test was invented. When 
the hundredth or the thousandth part of th> usual 
strength of the heart beat is found, the person 
who has been electrocuted and pronounced a 
corpse ready for burial, is not dead at all. If his 
heart action is restored he may revive in com- 
paratively good health. It is only a case of sus- 
pended animation. As the result of experiments 
reported on in the last 12 months, it is said 
unless their heart action was stopped by surgeons 
in postmortems, electrocuted criminals were not 
dead after their legal execution by electricity. The 
shock stopped everything but the heart, whose 
faintest pulse meant life and strength still left 
in the body.

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ular mathematical designs, depending chiefly on 
the regular curves of the oval or circle, showing 
how far the voice is regular and pieasing or harsh 
and discordant. 

This was found in working out the flame test 
for its final use in testing the rhythms of the 
heart. It was also found that musical tones were 
recorded in the same way. When their rhythms 
are good and they make what pleases the ear 
as tune, they are recorded in curves or other 
mathematical forms which show their regularity. 
If there is a discord, an irregularity or break in 
the rhythm, the flame records it at once on the 
tape and shows it is a “break” in the music.

The person whose heart is to be recorded 
stretches himself at the side of the table near the 
flame. He puts over his heart a “transmitter” 
which acts as does the receiver of a telephone. 
It sends the rhythms of his heart to be recorded 
by the flame. It is connected with the machinery 
through which the flame makes its record on a 
tape reeled off above it. His heart telephones the 
flame all it is doing and also what it has been 
in the habit of doing. The flame receives the 
message and records it in delicate scroll] work of 
smoke designs on the tape, so that after the test 
is over it can be taken off and read. It may be 
read by anyone who has learned to read it, with 
less probability of mistake than if it were in 
writing.

The perfectly 
musical tone makes a record so regular that 
everything in it might be worked out in exact 
figures by a skilled mathematician. This was 
known from other tests. It is one of the great 
discoveries of modern times. It is believed that it 
will finally clear up many mysteries, as, for ex- 
ample, why flowers and crystals take their forms 
of beautiful regularity. 

The flame from a wick trimmed with regularity, 
or from a gas jet which does not distort it, shows 
the form of a flower petal, not by accident, but 
under the same laws of its own motion through 
which it makes a mathematically exact record of 
music and records the messages it receives by 
telephone from the heart. In the perfected in- 
vention, double flames are used in receiving the 
message. As one records the heart’s message 
the other times it by an arrangemént under which 
the measurement is made.on a ‘scale of a hun- 


dred vibrations sent into the timing flame from 
an électrically controlled tuning fork. The two 
records appear side by side, made exactly together, 
so that the heart is timed in all its pulsations. 
Its good habits or its bad, as they belong to its 
past work are thus put in evidence for it or 
against it by the smoke message on the tape reel- 
ing off above the flame. When the tape ig re- 
moved, the person whose heart has been revealed 
to his eyes has a prophecy as well as a record.

TEARS CAUSE NILE’S OVERFLOW. 


The tears of Isis give life to Osiris. Death is 
conquered by tears: Oh, Death, where is thy 
sting? Oh, Grave, where is thy victor ? For 
jove is stronger than death and tears are the 
water of life, and that which is sown in corrup- 
tion shall rise again incorruptible. 

Such is the tradition of the role played by tears 
in the mysteries of Isis, in that profound and mys- 
tic religion of ancient Hgypt, which about the time 
of Christ was superimposed upon the material- 
istic worship of ancient Rume, which had by that 
time made the Romans atheists. 

The old commentators translate the doctrine for 
us into parables that are tragic and touching. 
They say the Nile, the river that overflows every 
vear and gives life to the parched soil of Bgypt, 
is only the tears of Isis, weeping for Osiris. The 
roar of its waters, dashing against the rocks, fall- 
ing over the cataracts, is identified by them with 
‘he sobs of the lamenting Isis. 

It was only ‘with the exploration of Antinoe that 











the full import of the mysteries of Isis was learned, 


For Antinoe was built by the Roman Emperor 
Hadrian in the year 140 ef our era, on purpose to 
perpetuate the cult of Isis and Osiris. An- 
tinetis, from which the city was named, was the 
favorite of Hadrin, who defied him because he 
had sacrificed his life for the Emperor, Hadrin 


decreed that Antinous should receive all the hon-- 


ors that, hitherto had been reserved for Osiris 
himself.” So Antinoe became a holy city, where 
everything revolved about the temple and its lit- 
uegy. The offices of the temple required a vast 
number of assistants, musicians, singers, dancers 
and actors. At certain times the Passion of Osiris 
was performed, just as today the peasants of the 
Oberammergau perform thé Passion of our Lord. 
There was a college of priests and priestesses, 
where the students were taught their roles in the 
mysteries. Some were geniuses of the tomb, others 
were divinities, wearing the masks of their. pro- 
totypes, hawks, lions, ibises, jackals, hippopotami, 
etc. As each person became identified with the 
role he or she performed in the mysteries. Thesé 
were depicted graphically in the finishing of their 
tombs, and the advancement of their sarcophagi.
